This country enters the air-post 
field for the first time with a rather 
striking set of six air stamps in- 
scribed “Alger-Tunis”. These have 
just appeared in connection with 
the Centenary celebration. They 
are on a very soft wove paper col- 
ored thru; the paper having nu- 
merous colored threads in its tex- 
ture. The figures of value are im- 
pressed in red on all values except 
the 1 fr. where black is used. The 
design illustrated is the same for 
all values.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 


From the Economist Stamp Co., 
we have just received the much- 
discussed Zeppelin air-post stamps. 
As reported in our issue of June 
28th the first printing was placed 
on sale overprinted in blue on May 
19th. These were completely sold 
out within a few hours, so on May 
2lst a second printing appeared 
with the overprint in green. The 
type of overprint applied is the 
same in all cases. The stamps 
themselves are from the 1928 air-

BOLIVIA 


This country has come into the 
limelight with a set of provisional 
air-post stamps just issued. They 
are overprinted on certain values 
of the 1924 series (Scott’s No. 301 
to 305) with the following me 54 
tion: “Correo Aereo—R. S.—6 v. 
1930”, in three lines. In addition 
the first one of the set bears a 
change of value as indicated below. 
An interesting feature of this issue 
is that a special printing of these 
overprints, with the exception of 
the 50c, was made for the Zeppelin 
trip. These may be distinguished 
by the character of the ink used 
in the overprint, it being of a me- 
talic nature of a quite different ap- 
pearance, tho of the same colors. 
We give below a complete list of 
this issue in both types of ink, 
with number issued and color of 
overprint.

ECUADOR 

A new supply of the current 
postage and official stamps have 
been ordered, with a probability of 
a change of colors, this being a 
favorite stunt here. 

This August will see the issuance 
of a beautiful set of centenary 
stamps of denominations from lic 
to sucres, or a total face value of 
about 20 sucres. 

There are now being issued a 
set of three provisional air-post 
stamps of 1, 5 and 10 sucres value 
in commemoration of the flight of 
the airplane “Recaurte” from Bog- 
ota to Quito. Only 5,000 of each 
value printed.

EGYPT 
The King Fuad stamps of the 
higher values (Type A-44) have 
been improved in design. Numer- 
ous lines have been strengthened, 
giving the stamp a cleaner and bet- 
ter appearance. The quickest way 
to tell the new design is to note 
that the fez has been shaded on the 
right side.

FRANCE 

Hitherto this country has enter- 
ed the air-post field only with a 
few scarce surcharges, but she 
sprung a surprise recently in is- 
suing the attractive design illus- 
trated. Rather a better product 
than we expect from French print- 
ers, and its simplicity and color 
will appeal to collectors.

A new 10 kr postage stamp has 
appeared, another surcharge of 
course, this time on the 5kr stamp 
of 1907-08, Scott’s No. 85. The 
surcharge is the same as on No. 
140, 149 and 151.

We also illustrate the new set of 
air-post stamps which was issued 
rather unexpectedly on June Ist, 
in connection with the millenary 
celebration of the Althing, the Ice- 
landic Parliament. The stamps 
were printed in London in quanti- 
ties of 40,000 of each of the first 
two values, and 25,000 of the three 
higher values. About one thou- 
sand sets were held back to be sold 
on the formal opening date of the 
celebration, June 26th., at which 
time only one set per person was 
to be sold. The rest were com- 
pletely sold out in two days at the 
post office at Reykjavik. 

We list them below, with a brief 
explanation of the central design 
in each, the frames being identical. 
It is interesting to note that they 
are printed on paper bearing a new 
watermark, apparently a rosette or 
elaborated maltese cross 10mm in 
diameter very similar to Scott’s 
watermark No. 47 used in the 
Papua issue of 1901-05.

The 50c and 1 lire 
air stamps of this issue will be 
overprinted for use in Libia, Erit- 
ria and Somalia.
